Directions In Detail For the Construc¬ 
tion of Durable Frames. 

As the construction and management 
of a hotbed, though a matter of general 
garden information, is not well under¬ 
stood by most farmers it may not be out 
of place to give at this time these direc¬ 
tions regarding their construction from 
the Denver Field and Farm: 

The most important item of expense 
will be the sashes. While a single frame 
of two sashes can be mado to serve a 
very useful purpose as a hotb'ed, four 
more sashes to accompany these as cold 
frames would answer a very much bet¬ 
ter purpose, and many large families, 
once accustomed to such gardening, 
would .find a dozen sashes a part of their 
equipment that they would not again do 
without. The usual size of such sashes is 
6 by 8 feet, holding three rows of 10 by 
13 inch glass, six lights to the row. 

Double strength glass of A grade will 
be found the most profitable to use in 
the long run, as it does not break as 
readily as the lighter and cheaper 
grades. Pine stock 1}£ inches thick 
when dressed gives the best weight. 
Make the stiles 2 34 inches wide, and 
the rails 4 inches. No cross mountings 
are used, but two bars 1inches wide 
run the length of the sash. Th^se, with 
the stiles and top rail, are rabbeted one- 
fonrth inch wide and one-half inch deep 
to reoeive the glass, which laps like 
shingles and the lowest light projects 
over the lower rail, which is only one 
inch thick. 

In pinning the sashes the holes should 
be bored from the underside not quite 
through, so as not to allow the leaking 
of water from above. Through the mid¬ 
dle of the stiles and bars a five-sixteenth 
inch iron stay rod is run just beneath 
the glass for the double purpose of pre¬ 
venting spreading and the sagging of 
the bars. The lights of glass should be 
firmly set, with large points and a short 
brad at each lower corner to keep them 
from slipping down and then well put¬ 
tied. One of these sashes complete weighs 
45 pounds, and it is believed that it will 
last enough longer than a cheaply made 
one to well repay the extra cost. The 
frames to support the sashes may be made 
movable, 6 feet square, or fixed in rows 
to suit the demand. 

A good movable frame is made of one 
inch stuff, 10 inches high in front and 
18 at the back, strengthened at the cov¬ 
ers with pieces of 2 by 4 scantling. 
This gives a slope of eight inches to the 
south for the sashes. The sides should be 
made the thickness of the sash higher 
than the front and back, wit a cleat on 
each side flush with the front and back, 
on which the sash will rest. A four 
inch piece of board through the middle 
of the frame, where the sashes meet, is 
dovetailed into the front and back so 
that it can be readily removed for filling 
or sowing and then be put in place as a 
slide for the sashes to move upon. A four 
inch strip should be nailed across the 
back from side to side and even with 
the top of the sides of the frame. A 
stationary row of frames may be built 
in a similar way of any rough lumber 
at hand that can be made tight enough.

— Maple Sugar. . 

At the sugar makers’ convention at 
St. Albans, “At What Price Can Maple 
Sugar Be Produced at a Profit?” was a 
topic which brought out much interest¬ 
ing discussion, led by G. H. Sonle of Fair- 
field, as reported in The New England 
Homestead. He thought it a difficult 
question, as the expenses of preparation, 
etc., were as great in a poor season as 
in a good one, thus making the expense 
per pound of sugar more in tUe first in¬ 
stance. He advised buying only the best- 
apparatus, believing it cheapest in the 
end. Results of his figuring made 5 
cents per pound a conservative estimate 
of the cost of production. Through later 
discussion the opinion was brought out 
that owing to existing conditions in 
different localities it is possible for 
some sugar makers to turn off the prod¬ 
uct at less than others could possibly 
do. O. H. Abell of Enosbnrg Falls said 
that from his own practical experience 
it is necessary for producers to get at 
least 1% cents in order to secure a fair 
return for investment. He advocated a 
national law to protect the pure product.

“Speaking of city-bred boys who gain 
a livelihood by doing odd jobs here and 
there, the little chimney-sweeps in 
Charleston are interesting," said a 
woman who spent last winter in that 
conservative old town. “From contin¬ 
ually shoving their way up and down 
the narrow flues their clothes become 
one mass of shreds and tatters, to which 
the soot clings obstinately. I saw a 
number of them dancing like imps of 
darkness on a street corner one after¬ 
noon^ They were inky black from head 
to heel, the soot clinging even to their 
eyebrows." 

“Don’t the- people bum coal in 
Charleston?” 

“Oh, yes. But a great many won’t 
hear of using anything but wood in 
their sleeping-rooms, and the big two- 
story brick kitchens belonging to the 
houses, originally built to accommodate 
an army of slaves, but now occupied by 
families of more or less irresponsible 
negroes, all have open fireplaces, in 
which wood, usually lightwood, is 
burned. The law requires that each of 
these chimneys shall be swept at least 
once a month. The city is divided into 
districts, each district leased out to a 
contractor, who engages to attend to 
the sweeping, and he in turn hires a 
small black sweep, who can easily get 
up and down the chimneys to clean 
them. I think ten cents a story is the 
charge for sweeping a chimney.” 

“And what wages do the sweeps get?" 

“Anything, nothing, according to 
their need or the inclination of the con¬ 
tractor. They make a living, such as it 
is, and. that is all they expect. They 
don’t work all day, and as they are full 
of mischief they generally give the con¬ 
tractor plenty of occupation in look¬ 
ing after them. They play truant and 
all sorts of fantastic tricks, and fre¬ 
quently stop more than once on the 
way to some appointment to have a 
jig or breakdown in the streets or some 
vacant office. The contractor treat* 
them well, because the office of sweep 
not being in high repute, or much 
sought after, he finds it difficult to se¬ 
cure employes.” 

“How do they clean the flues?” 

“They have a short-handled brush, 
not unlike a hearth brush, only it has 
bristles on both sides, and a three-cor¬ 
nered iron scraper. They rest their 
feet on the projecting, uneven bricks 
on either side of the chimney and climb 
up in that way. It is part of their duty 
to sing when they get up to the top.” 

“To sing?” 

“Yes, in order to show that they 
have gone'all the way up. They have a 
peculiar rhythmic cry, which they re¬ 
peat over and over: ‘Itah-r-a-h, rah- 
r-a-hl’ People in the neighborhood go 
to the windows when they hear this 
cry to see the sweep. Grotesque, enough 
he looks, with half his body protruding 
from the chimney; a black goblin up 
among the roofs, an army of dislodged 
bats and chimney swallows fluttering 
about his head. 

“’Rah-rahs’ thq children call them, 
and many timid little ones are afraid 
of them, thinking them something un¬ 
canny. 

“It is a famous trick with these lit¬ 
tle imps to brush up against pedes¬ 
trians in the most unseemly way in the 
world, doing it purposely so as to soil 
their clothing. They walk along care¬ 
lessly, to all appearance, with their 
heads turned around behind them, and 
then are all apologies when the collision 
they designed takes place. 

“Tl* ere was quite an excitement one 
day in a house In our neighborhood. 
A sweep got stuck fast in the chimney, 
and could neither move up nor down.. 
The contractor thought he was fooling 
at first, but afterward a bricklayer 
was sent for and a hole made in the 
chimney, through which the little pris¬ 
oner escaped irom his irksome post; 
tion.”—N. Y. Tribune.

HE READ THE MESSAGE. 


The United States department of ag¬ 
riculture is giving due attention to dis¬ 
covering the possibilities of ramie cul¬ 
ture. It is believed and so reported by 
the officials of the fiber investigation 
division that “there is a great future 
for ramie as a valuable textile for fab¬ 
rics of all kinds, for wearing apparel, 
for carpets and for decorative work. 
The main trouble seems to bathe inven¬ 
tion of a ramie gin which will success¬ 
fully decorticate the fiber. The chief of 
the fiber investigation division says 
that cotton was never of great value nor 
a superior wealth producer until the in¬ 
vention of a successful cotton gin. He 
predicts for ramie a greater and-more 
lasting career in the commercial world 
when a successful ramie gin shall be 
placed upon the market. 


The Trench System. 

The trench system in the culture of 
potatoes, which Rural New Yorker has 
been calling attention to since about 
1888, is still opposed by that authority, 
which says in summing years of experi¬ 
ence: 

We have been taught by these experi¬ 
ments that no one may say at just what 
depth potatoes should be planted; that 
no one may say what the size of the 
seed should be; that no one may say 
just how much or what kinds of ferti¬ 
lizer he should use, and this because the 
seasons vary. But this one thing we 
have learned—viz, that let the season 
be what it may, let the soil be what it 
may, the trench system is helpful in 
the way of securing a larger product. 


But the Drug Clerk’s Translation of the 
Telegram Was Not Correct.

“I never saw anything to heat that,” 
he remarked, as he handed the message 
hack, and I’ve seen some pretty bad 
writing in my time, too.”

“Let me see.. Ah, I have it. Drug 
clerks can read most any kind of writ¬ 
ing. Let us go and see.” 

They went to the nearest pharmacy 
and handed the message to the pre¬ 
scription clerk. Before an explanation 
could be made, he darted in the rear of 
the shop and disappeared behind a 
screen. 

After an absence of fifteen minutes, 
during which time both men had grown 
very restless, the clerk appeared, and 
as he handed the bottle to one of the 
men, he said: 

“Sixty cents, please.” <• 

Rather stunned for awhile, the man 
opened the package and read on the 
label: 

“One teaspoonful, to he taken three 
times every hour.” 

When an explanation was made the 
clerk set up the soda water. _ 


A List of Delightful Recipes for the 
Spring-Time Breakfast Table. 

It is your home woman with a prac¬ 
tical knowledge of the advantages of 
genuinely good living that knows the 
first meal of the day should be a 
nutritious one. The breakfasts should 
be well cooked, the dishes appetizing 
and good to look at. 

For all well-appointed breakfasts 
fruit, either raw or cooked in some 
way, generally begins this repast. 

Apples cooked in this manner as a 
breakfast dish are a welcome varia¬ 
tion: For a family of six take eight or 
ten fine soft tart apples, peel, core, 
slice and set to soalc for at least three 
hours In sugar moistened with brandy 
and lemon juice. Drain from this and 
fry to a-clear brown in butter, sprinkle 
well with powdered sugar and cinna¬ 
mon; then serve. 

It is to the southern housekeeper 
that we owe thie cooking of hot breads 
in all their perfection. To make what 
is called pone, upon one quart of white 
eornmeal pour just enough boiling wa¬ 
ter to scald it through. After stirring 
it thoroughly, let it stand until cold; 
rub into it a piece of butter about the 
size of a small egg and add a little 
salt. Beat two eggs until light, with¬ 
out separating, add them to the meal, 
mix well, add one pint of sour milk or 
buttermilk, beat until smooth. Dis¬ 
solve one teaspoonful of soda in a 
tablespoonful of boiling water, stir 
in the mixture, turn into a greased bak¬ 
ing pan and bake in a quick oven for 
35 minutes. This is a fine com bread 
for either breakfast or tea. 

Baked eggs as a delicacy for the early 
meal is unsurpassed. In a good hot 
oven on a stoneware platter melt a 
large lump of butter. When thor¬ 
oughly softened shake it all over the 
dish in order to grease it well. On 
this hot butter drop six fresh eggs as 
if for poaching. When the whites are 
set they are done. This should be 
served with long and narrow pieces of 
toast without crust, which will act as a 
garnish for the edge of the dish. 

Boston can boast of fine brown 
bread, and equally so the Boston brown 
hash, which is an excellent breakfast 
uish. Chop np the remains of any 
cold meat, either beef or mutton. At 
the bottom of the dish put a layer of 
mashed potatoes (cold ones will an¬ 
swer). Then a layer of meat, then a 
strata of stale bread crumbs, season 
with salt and pepper, here and there a 
few bits of butter, and moistep with a 
half cup of beef gravy: then another 
layer of potatoes. Drop a knife-into 
milk and smooth over the top. Bake 
in a moderate oven until a nice brown. 
Serve hot. 

For a cheese omelette break: 12 eggs 
into a bowl, beat lightly with afork for 
a minute only; add one cupful of milk 
and two ounces of American or Par¬ 
mesan cheese grated, season with salt 
and pepper. Put in a frying pan two 
ounces of butter,, when melted pour 
in the eggs. When they thicken suffi-. 
ciently, fold in two and serve imme¬ 
diately. The best made omelette will 
if kept waiting.—Detroit Free
